The cotton is first 
pressed ina c.mpressing machine, and bound 
with iron bands, as is usual with all cotton car- 
goes. The bales are then put into the ship, side 
by side, and pressed longitudinally into their 
places bya patent hydraulic machine. They 
thus get a pressure both ways,and it is this 
second ; ressure that makes the saying ef room. 
The entire cotton cargo thus forms a compact 
massinthe hold, and its weight is proportion- 
ately to much greater than ordinary eotton car- 
goes that the secessity for vallasting the ship is 
obviated.

fhereupon, Chambers, Holder & Go,, 
the Liverpool brokers employed by Mr, 


' Beach to sell the coiton, took oack the 


10. false packed bales, refunded the 
price to the purchaser May 31, 1870; 
resold the 10 bales at the market price 
July 30, 1870, and notified Mr.. Beach 
accordingly. This notafication was re- 
ceived by him about July. 30, 1870 

Beach was absent from Liverpool in 
America, until June 30, 1870, seeing 
defendants personally frequently. July 
$0, 1870, he wrote the defendants a let- 
ter, which, after treating of other mat- 
ters, at the end contained the following 
language: ‘‘ There are 10 bales of cut 
ton, marked V. O. X., part of receipt 
by Victory, returned to us as talse 
packed, which we have sold at 64, and 
will send account for sarne by first 
steamer.” 

‘This letter was duly received by de- 
fendants. Mr. Beach wrote no moreon 
this subject; neither did defendants 
write te him askiny any further infor- 
mation as to planters’ inarks, numbers 
or other meaus of identification of the 
false packed bales. 

Mr, Beach paid to Chambers, Holder 
& Co. the deficit due them on the trans- 
action, December 30,1870. Tne action 
was brought to recover from the de- 
fendants the amount of this payment, 
with interest, made by plaintiff to 
Chambers, Liolder & Co. 

The custom of Liverpool requires 
that reclamation by the purchaser for 
false packed cotioa, should be made on 
the Liverpool e¢eeller withia three 
months and ten days. There was no 
evidence of a custom fixing the time 


} within which reclamation should be 


made on the American shipper. 

Mr. Dunbar, a cotton merchant of 
Augusta, Georgia, of large experience, 
testified for defendants that sworn 
statements should be farnished of the 
facts upon which the reclamation was 
sought, ‘and that without such state- 
ments he would pay no attention to the 
reclamation. He would not think it his 
duty, when he was notified in general 
terms that the cottun was deficient, to 
seek the particular facts of the defi- 
ciency. He weuld wait for the Liver- 
pool man to furnish them. 

Mr. Russell, also a cotton merchant 
of Augusta, of large experience, testi- 
tied {ur nefendanis, that sworn state- 
ments ought to accompany the recia- 
mation. but that if he were informed 
in general terms ofa deficiency, he con- 
sidered it his duty to seek from the 
Liverpool party making the reclama- 
tion, such facts as he needed for his 
Own protection. 

Mr. Tho». P. Branch, one of the de 
fendants, testified that 93 bales of cot- 
ton were purchased from twelve or 
thirteen different persons, and the 
plaintiff had not furnished him, up to 
the time of his testimony, with any 
sufficient information to enable him to 
say from what parties he had received 
the 10 false packed bales. He said it 
was too late to make reclamation now 
on parties trom whom defendants 
bought, Could have aone so if proper 
information had been furnished by 
plamuff. Never called on plaintiff for 
such information. 

On the trial of the case, the jury 
found a verdict for the plaintiff for the 
sum of $463.64, with interest from the 
30th of November, 1875. The defend- 
ants made a motion for a new trial on 
the several grounds therein set forth 
whieh the court granted on the ground 
alone that it erred in reading the de- 
fendants’ requests to charge the jury 
in their hearing, and then refusing the 
same. Whereupon the plaintiff ex-

The defendants also excepted, 
because the court did not grant the new 
trial on all the grounds taken in the 
motion. 

The court did not simply read 
and refuse the defendants’ requests, 
but accompanied the refusal with such 
emphatic remarks as were calculated 
to prejudice the minds of the jury 
against the defendants’ defense. The 
court, however, has corrected its own 
errors in regard to that ground of the 
motion.

This was a motion to set aside a 

judgment obtained in Greene superior 


court in September, 1866,on the ground 


that the defendant was never served 
witha copy ofthe writ and process in | 
the case in which the judgmeat was 
rendered, nor did be waive copy of the 
same, or appear and plead to theaction 
on which the judgment was founded; 
and also on the ground that the judg- 
ment was rendered against him with 
out the verdict ofa jury, and without 
any confession of judgment by him, or 
byany one authorized to confess judg- 
ment for him. On the trial of the case. 
thejury, under the charge of the court, 
found a verdict in favor of the movant, 
setting the judgment aside. Where- 
upon the plaintiffs in the judgment 
made a motion for a new trial on the 
various grounds thereia setforth,which 
was overruled by the court, and the 
plaintiffs excepted. It appears from 
the evidence in the record, that the 
defendant was personally served with 
a copy of the writ by the sheriff oi 
Greene county on the 22d of February 
1866, as shown by the sheriff's return 
thereon. The following confession oi 
judgment also appears on the diciara- 
tion: ““We confess judgment to the 
7 laintiffs for the sum of two thousand 
and tweaty dollars principal, nine hun- 
dred and fifty-four dollars and fifty- 
uine cents interest, and costs of suit.

Durham testiticd 
that in 1868 or 1869, defendant wanted 
to know of him how he manage: to get 
judgments older than the Davaat judg- 
ment, as the Davant suit was brought 
first. The court charged the jury, 
amongst other things, that if an attor- 
ney at law confesses judgment upon the 
record, he being an officer of court, the 
presumption of the law is that Ke had 
authoiity to do so, and it requires the 
strongest testimony to rebut this pre- 
sumption. “that. the evidence of associ- 
ate counsel, and the party, would be 
the strongest evidence attainable a3 to 
said authority, uniess written evidence 
could be procured.” This latter part 
of the charge was error, because it was 
an expression of the opinion by the 
court as to what portion of the evidence 
before the jury was entitled to the most 
weight att credit, and a oew trial 
should have been’ granted on 
that ground. Tie new 
trial should have also been granted on 
the ground that the verdict was contra- 
ry tolaw. When the record ot the suit 
was offered in evidence with the entry 
thereon by the sheriff, that he had per- 
sonally seryed the defendant with a 
a copy thereof, uhat return of the sher- 
iff was conclusive as te the fact. of ser.
